Japan  is  an  insular  Power  and  every  blow  to 
the  strength  of  her  sea  communications  will  have 
telling  effect,  not  only  on  her  ability  to  retain 
the  conquests  she  has  made  in  the  war.  but  In 
t ramping  her  in  any  Efforts  to  extend  the  area  of 
her  occupation.  For  the  time  being  It  la  not  too 
much  to  hope  that  a quietus  has  been  put  to  her 
latest  attempt  to  selxc  added  territory  In  the 
Southwestern  Pacific  by  the  defeat  of  her  sea- 
borne expeditionary  force  in  the  CoraJ  Sea. 
Japan  depends  on  her  sea  communications  for 
most  of  the  raw  materials  that  go  Into  her  war 
hHlusUles.  She  has  to  import  large  quantities 
of  foodstuffs  and  to  export  much  of  what  she 
produces.  Most  of  all.  at  this  time,  the  preserva- 
tion of  her  sea  communications  are  vital  to  all 
her  offensive  operations.

The  purpose  of  the  Corps  l.s  to  provide 
a trained  and  disciplined  body  of  Red 
Cro*>  workers,  wearing  an  identifying 
uniform,  who  will  be  available  for  Red 
Cross  and  other  forms  of  national  service 
both  In  war  and  in  peace. 

The  Corps  operates  through  four  sec- 
tions: Transport  service,  nursing  auxiliary 
service,  office  administration  service  and 
food  administration  service.  The  uniform 
is  simply  tailored  of  grey  wlnceyette  and 
brightened  with  a red  tie  for  transport, 
light  blue  for  nursing,  green  for  office 
administration,  and  maroon  for  food 
administration,  and  with  corresponding 
colored  border  encircling  the  Red  Cross 
Insignia  on  the  sleeve  A grey  rap  and 
greatcoat  or  fawn  trenchcuat  completes 
the  uniform. 

All  that  Is  required  of  thebe  uniformed 
workers  is  that  they  have  a certain  basic: 
training  or  ability,  that  they  give  full 
or  part-time  to  IhPir  training,  that  they 
are  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and 
forty- five  year*,  are  prepared  to  take 
training,  can  finance  their  own  uniform, 
and  pass  a medical  examination 

Many  young  women,  business  girls, 
wives  of  soldiers  overseas  and  others  keen 
to  "do  their  bit ' are  enrolling  Many  mar- 
ried women  are  offering  their  services, 
glad  to  find  the  opportunity  in  the  Corps 
to  use  their  professional  and  business 
training  again.

THE  essential  factors  in  the  use  of  fertilizers  are  not  diffi- 
cult to  learn  and  should  be  understood  by  every  good 
gardener.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  state  briefly  and 
concisely  the  main  points  in  preserving  and  building  up  a fertile 
garden  soil.  The  assistance  of  the  B.C.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture in  the  preparation  of  these  notes  is  gratefully  acknowl- 
edged.

Or- 
ganic fertilizers  are  always  more 
expensive  than  chemical  fer- 
tilizers In  terms  of  cost  per 
pound  of  plant  food  Their  use 
supplies  no  appreciable  amount 
of  actual  humus  to  the  soil 
Blood  meal  and  whole  meat  are 
the  chief  organic  fertilizers  sup- 
plying nitrogen  alone  Fish  meal 
and  tankage  supply  both  nitro- 
gen and  phosphoric  acid  Bone 
meal  Supplies  phosphoric  acid  In 
a slowly  available  form  plus  a 
small  amount  of  nitrogen 

Chemical  fertilizers  are  cheap- 
est per  pound  of  plant  food,  and 
are  usually  more  quickly  avail- 
able Some,  like  nitrate  of  soda, 
are  as  soluble  as  common  salt 
in  water  and  are  easily  leached 
out  of  the  soli  by  rain. 

Plant  food  in  the  soil  becomes 
available  In  direct,  ratio  to  the 
activity  of  soil  micro-organisms 
They  require  warm  sweet  soil.

Essential  Elements 

Each  element  has  an  essential 
function  to  perform  In  the 
plants  growth  A deficiency  of 
any  one  element  may  retard 
growth,  even  inough  all  other  1 
element*  are  present  in  abun- 
dance. 

Nitrogen  is  needed  for  growth  ' 
of  stem  and  leaves,  particularly 
during  early  stages  of  growth  A 
shortage  in  nitrogen  shows  itself 
in  pale  stunted  growth,  an  over- 
dose in  excessive  growth  and  de- 
layed maturity  Thus  we  might 
expect  It  to  be  particularly  ea-  I 
sential  for  such  crops  us  spinach  . 
and  lettuce. 

Phosphoric  acid  » phosphorus! 
is  required  for  early*  root  devel- 
opment. early  maturity  and,  the  i 
pi  ■ id urliou  of  flower,  fruit  and 
wed.  It  w particularly  essential 
lor  root  crops,  grain  and  com- 
mercial seed  production. 

Potash  i potassium  i lx  essen- 
tial for  the  building  up  of 
starches,  sugar  and  fibrous  mut- 
ter. strength  of  stem,  intensity 
of  color  and  general  resistance 
to  disease.  For  the  starchy  con- 
tent of  potatoes,  potash  is 
needed  The  value  of  potash  is 
probably  not  appreciated  ax  fully 
a>  It  might  be  For  example 
many  rose  growers  attribute  fine, 
healthy  dark-colored,  diseu.vc- 
rrsllUnt  foliage  to  the  liberal 
use  of  potash  It  is  available  in 
clay  soils  In  greater  quantity 
than  m tight  soils 

To  sum  up.  if  we  consider  the 
fertilizer  needs  of  Coleus,  the 
common  house  plant,  for  ex- 
ample. we  will  see  that  nitrogen 
lx  required  to  promote  foliage 
growth,  phosphoric  acid  for  root 
growth  and  potash  for  strength 
of  stem  and  Intensity  of  color  in

Kinds  of  Fertilizer 

Commercial  fertilizers  known 
as  combined,  complete  or  bal- 
anced fertilizers  carry  all  three 
of  these  elements  in  proportion* 
suitable  for  various  agricultural 
requirements.

If  the  canaries  went  about 
their  chirping  without  any  signs' 
of  discomfort  It  was  all  right  for 
the  miners  to  go  to  work  The 
alt  was  pure.

The  reason  canaries  are  useful 
to  man  In  this  respect  Is  be- 
cause they  are  more  sensitive  to 
poisonous  gases.  "Fire  damp" 
has  no  odor  of  its  own.  Without 
their  feathered  sentries  on 
guard,  helpless  miners  would 
suddenly  succumb  to  its  effects 
without  even  a chance  to  get 
away.  With  the  canaries  to  serve 
as  a warning  the  men  are  able 
to  get  away  before  enough  of 
the  pofeon  b absorbed  In  their 
blood  to  render  them 


ItuMian  Rubber 

Russia  has  extensive  synthetic 
rubber  works,  but  today  more 
than  half  of  the  rubber  produced 
there  comes  from  the  root  of  the 
kok-sagvz  plant.
